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Complete Hearings on P. & S. Regulations 


Hearings concerning proposed changes in regulations under the Packers and 
Stockyards Act proceeded on schedule this week. The final session was Friday in 
Washington. On the basis of testimony presented, it appears likely that some revi- 
sions will be made in the proposed regulations. They will then be published in the 
Federal Register and, after a specified period, will go into effect. 

The main purposes of the proposed revisions, according to M. J. Cook, chief of 
the Packers and Stockyards Division, USDA, are: To make it mandatory that the 
marketing agencies representing producers of livestock will represent the owner of 
livestock with no responsibility to, or connection with, buyers; and, second, to elimi- 
nate from the markets those guilty of dishonest or fraudulent actions contrary to 
the Packers and Stockyards Act. 


NIMPA Schedules Divisional Meetings 


Three of the six divisions of the National Independent Meat Packers Associa- 
tion have scheduled meetings for this fall or early winter. Places and dates an- 
nounced include: Central division, Saturday, November 22, at the Lincoln hotel, 
Indianapolis; Midwestern, Friday, December 12, President hotel, Kansas City, Mo.; 
Southern, Monday, November 17, Biltmore hotel, Atlanta, Ga. A western division 
meeting has been tentatively scheduled in Chicago in April 1953, just before 
NIMPA’s annual meeting. The eastern division has not decided on a date but the 
place will probably be New York city. The Southwestern division expects to an- 
nounce time and place for its meeting shortly. 


WSB Interprets Merit, Length-of-Service Raises 


The WSB has issued an interpretation to be used by employers as a guide in 
determining when to give merit and length-of-service increases which are covered 
by General Wage Regulation 5. They must be based upon “formal or informal” 
consideration of the individual’s performance or service. For merit raises, the em- 
ployer must be able to show that each increase was justified by the employe’s per- 
formance. This may be accomplished through a comparison of the employe’s perform- 
ance with the requirements of the job or the performance of other employes, or by 
showing that there has been self-improvement. With respect to length-of-service 
increases, the employer must be able to demonstrate the factors involved in comput- 
ing the increase, such as the length of time which must elapse before the employe 
becomes eligible. 


MID Changes Water Testing Procedure 


The Department of Agriculture has changed its regulations regarding sampling 
and testing of water supplies at inspected establishments. In Memorandum 180, the 
MID told its inspectors that inasmuch as the U. S. Public Health Service has 
affirmed that every community in the United States has available a public health 
agency for the testing of water supplies, after January 1 meat packing inspectors 
need not sample water for testing by meat inspection laboratories. Instead they 
need only to require a plant to obtain a report from the public health agency con- 
cerning the potability of the water. Inspectors must, however, give regular atten- 
tion to the condition of storage facilities and pipelines in the plant. 

Owners of plants are asked to locate immediately their local public health 
agency and to make all preliminary arrangements for sampling and testing their 
water supply. 


To Require Mandatory Reporting on Earnings 


OPS will shortly announce a new administrative procedure for use in determin- 
ing price relief under the industry earnings standard. It will be accompanied by GOR 
37, authorizing OPS to require mandatory earnings and cost reports from companies 
selected as a sample of the industry being surveyed. The procedure will require an- 
nual profit and loss statements for 1946-1949 base period. OPS feels that the new 
method will enable it to determine price relief within two weeks after receiving data. 








DESIGNED TO BE DIFFERENT 


Here’s a plant with some unusual new 


twists, including a mural and a mirror

and freedom for operation within 

a minimum floor area in a single- 
story, four-species plant, with the 
greatest return for the dollar spent, 
was the problem attacked and solved 
in the layout of a new abattoir for the 
Salinas Dressed Beef Co. of Salinas, 
Calif. 

The firm, of which Jack Errington is 
owner, will proceed with construction of 
the killing plant in the near future. 

The size of the structure will be 
59x77 ft., 6 in. It will be built of con- 
crete and concrete blocks and the side 
walls will be solid masonry without 
windows. Walls will be finished inside 
with light grey Portland cement plas- 
ter, steel trowel smooth finished for

easy cleaning with high pressure hot 
water. 

One outstanding feature of the new 
plant is the lighting arrangement for 
the killing floor. Light comes from a 
series of skylights which are arranged 
in sawtooth fashion and glazed with 
opalescent Alsynite. The skylight area 
exceeds 50 per cent of the floor area. 
Installation of the Alsynite, a trans- 
lucent fiber glass material with high 
light transmission and diffusion prop- 
erties, will probably be the first time 
this material has been used exclusively 
on a killing floor. The skylights will 
furnish adequate light without glare 
for inspectors and workmen. 

Ventilation is provided by louvers 
placed in the vertical face of the saw-

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tooth skylights. Louver openings can hy 
varied according to temperature con. 
tions. 

Refrigeration is being handled in; 
unique manner. Compressors and other 
primary units are located in a small 
room next to the “coil-blower-suction’ & 
room. From the latter room, sub-floor, 
built-in feed ducts—designed and zr. 
ranged so as to eliminate leakage ani 
to make it unnecessary to put insulation 
in the floor—carry the cold air to the 
coolers. The cold air enters the coolers 
through 18-in. louvered vents in a 3-ft. 
high cove which runs horizontally along 
the walls at floor level. Warm air is 
returned through slotted plywood ducts 
hung above the rail carrying beams, 
Louvers in the feed and return duets 


COMPACTNESS AND maximum efficiency combined with 
economy are attributes of the layout shown below, according 
to designer Rowland. Other features include unusual sky- 
lighting and distribution of cooled air from one location. 
The term “ecumenical” means general, 
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are synchronized to obtain correct cir- 
culation. 

The freezer and loading dock are 
equipped with ceiling refrigeration 
units of conventional design. 

It is believed that the centralization 
of the refrigeration machinery and 
most of the coil and blower units in 
one area in the building will make it 
easier to service equipment and control 
operations. The writer has had good 
experience with this system of refrig- 
eration in other installations. 

Coolers are designed for future ex- 
| pansion and a sausage department may 

also be added without extensive changes 
in the plant. Footings are figured for 
additional loads. 
_The space required for each opera- 
tion was carefully planned and require- 
ments for processing, inspection, clean- 
up and maintenance were kept in mind 
by the designer. 

The writer believes that the arrange- 
ment of the offal cooler is ideal. Viscera 
will be removed from the carcasses at 
aright angle to their line of movement 
and will go toa moving pan table or to

a stationary separating table. Plucks 
will be separated and inspected and the 
cffal will go straight to its cooler for 
chilling and thence to the loading dock 
over a route which is clear of dressed 
beef carcasses and customers. The lay- 
out will eliminate the jamming of wet 
and bloody offal into a chill cooler 
alongside dressed carcasses. 

Handling of trolleys, gambrels and 
trucks will be circular in pattern. These 
items have their own private alley to 
the washing and cleaning room, which 
is centrally located between loading 
dock and killing floor and, after clean- 
ing, are returned to the latter area. 

The sales cooler is an excellent size 
for handling around 276 dressed cattle. 
It has five 5-ft. wide doors. A mirror 
covers one entire wall of the sales cool- 
er and faces the direction of the carcass 
movement. This mirror increases the 
lighting efficiency, eliminates shadows 
on the carcasses and, consequently, in- 
sures better sales. The other three walls 
of the sales cooler are of smooth ce- 
ment plaster, light grey in color. 

The sold cooler, carefully located

for privacy and economy, can be held 
at a constant temperature. The walls 
and ceiling are the same as the sales 
cooler with the exception of the mir- 
rored wall. 

The freezer is small but adequate to 
take care of cystic or measled beef and 
a small amount of frozen product. 

The killing floor is designed to handle 
20 cattle per hour or 20 to 100 sheep or 
20 to 75 hogs or calves. Carcasses are 
spaced at 3 ft. intervals on the con- 
veyor chain; hogs, calves and sheep are 
gambrelled 12 in. below the top of the 
dressing rail. Maximum conveyor chain 
speed for hogs and calves is 225 ft. 
per hour and for sheep, 300 per hour. 

The dressing rail height above the 
high point of the floor will be 11 ft.; 
distance from top of rail to bottom of 
inspection pans will be 5 ft. 8 in.; ver- 
tical of rail to inspection table, 4 ft. 
6 in., and vertical of rail to edge of all 
foot platforms will be 18 in. 

The propellant gate, which the writ- 
er perfected over a period of years, will 
be used in the Salinas plant. It is not 
only a safety measure for the yard men

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in dealing with any bad animal, but 
it serves as the most efficient way to 
get the cattle into the chute quietly, 
quickly and humanely, with the least 
amount of wear and tear on the nerves 
of animal and human. 

The handling of downers is very sim- 
ple and practical. The crippled animal 
is brought to the paved area just out- 
side of the knocking pen where it is 
stunned, bled and then delivered to the 
killing floor by an I-beam trolley hoist 
mounted off center line of the knocking 
pen. 

Head and feet bones go directly to 
the inedible department, where they are 
picked hourly by a rendering company. 


In the present design, however, provi- 
sion has been made for building of a 
rendering department on the premises, 
should the need be felt in the future. 

Hides and pelts are dropped from 
the killing floor through sanitary chutes 
to the hide cellar below. The chutes are 
of the break-down type, for daily clean- 
ing. 

Paunch contents are washed from the 
hopper on the killing floor down to the 
concrete bin in the basement. The ma- 
nure is then pumped by an auto- 
matically controlled Aurora heavy sump 
pump to sewage disposal screens. The 
material is discharged into a steel body 
truck for further processing for fertil- 
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SECTION showing equipment and method of 
handling paunch contents. Sump pump lifs 
material from bin to dewatering screen, 


izer or burning. Another sump pump is 
used for moving small particles of fat 
and meat (washed down from the kil. 
ling floor to a sump in the basement) 
to the catch basin where they ar 
skimmed off for rendering. 

Dr. Edward D. Kennedy, now retired 
from the U.S. Department of Agricul 
ture, Division of the Bureau of Animal 
Industry, Washington, D. C., had much 
to do with the development of the lay- 
out shown here. Nineteen years ago Dr. 
Kennedy and the writer started bring. 
ing together in one small layout all the 
good points taken from past experi- 
ence. 

Greater safety is emphasized fora 
definite reason. In the layout show 
here, men working on hogs practically 
operate on the floor instead of on high 
platforms. Common sense tells us that 
a fall from a 12 or 18 in. platform is 
not as dangerous as a fall from a 6-ft. 
platform. We accomplish this safety 
improvement by using a light convey- 
ing elevator to take carcasses from the 
gambrelling table to the 11-ft. rail. 

The inspector has better light in 
which to do his work as well as better 
coordination at various _ inspection 
points; thus, there is less walking. 

Considered a_ revolutionary feature 
in industrial buildings generally and in 
meat packing plants specifically, is the 
large mural which will cover one com- 
plete wall of the loading dock. It is to 
be 60 ft. long and about 12 ft. in height 
and will be painted on the south wall 
of the sales and loading dock. 

Conceived by Helen Rowland Kil 
patrick, the writer’s artist daughter, the 
mural will represent an effort to escape 
the prevailing killing, blood and slaugh- 
ter atmosphere which infects an abat- 
toir. Its psychological influence is the 
principal reason which justifies the use 
of a mural in this utilitarian building. 

The mural’s general color scheme 
will be such that it will harmon 
with colors of the dressed carcasses.

Senator Aiken, ranking Republican 
member of the committee on agricul- 
ture, a member of the committee on 
agriculture and forestry, a member of 
the committee on labor and public wel- 
fare and a farmer by occupation, is co- 
author of the Agriculture Act of 1948. 

Senator Aiken served as governor of 
Vermont in 1987 and 1939 and was 
first elected to the U.S. Senate in 1940 
to fill the vacancy caused by the death 
of Senator Ernest W. Gibson, was re- 
elected in 1944, and again in 1950. 

Being a former farmer himself, Sen- 
ator Aiken is well qualified to discuss 
a “Sound Agricultural Program.” 

He served as a member of the Hoov- 
er Commission on Organization of the 
Executive Branch of Government and 
the Douglas committee to study ethics 
in government, 

From the test tube to home and in- 
dustry have come such products of con- 
yenience as nylon, cellophane, synthetic 
rubber, cellulose sponges and many 
plastic utensils.

Murphy 
will describe a method his company has 
devised of conveying the live hogs 
through a carbon dioxide bath which 
anesthetizes them sufficiently so that 
they can be shackled with ease.

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OPS Plans to Tighten 
Meat Price Orders 


OPS wholesale and retail meat price 
regulations are undergoing a flurry of 
revisions and amendments in the wake 
of the OPS policy decision to empha- 
size control of food and basic industrial 
and defense materials prices. 

Now in the process of clearance at the 
price agency are proposals affecting 
nearly all of the OPS meat price or- 
ders. In prospect are some rollbacks in 
wholesale pork ceilings, major changes 
in the horsemeat regulation, and dol- 
lars and cents retail ceilings on pork, 
lamb and veal, with some changes in 
the present dollars and cents retail ceil- 
ings for beef. Altogether, more than 
two dozen amendatory actions are in 
the works. 

Dollars and cents retail ceilings on 
pork, just about ready to go, are being 
held up until the end of October, pend- 
ing the expected revision in wholesale 
pork ceilings. The agency reports that 
the wholesale pork ceilings will be ad- 
justed to lower levels. Dollars and cents 
retail ceilings for lamb and veal are 
also being delayed while the agency 
completes prospective revisions of the 
wholesale lamb and veal orders. In the 
meantime, an amendment to revised 
CPR 25, the retail beef order, will make 
some ceiling adjustments and also re- 
group the zones. 

Ceilings are due to go up at whole- 
sale on certain types of pork products 
which are derived from pork cuts whose 
ceilings were previously boosted in 
Amendment 11 to CPR 74. The agency 
feels that for reasons of equity, the 
ceilings for certain dried pork, special- 
ly pork products, and prefabricated re- 
tail pork cuts sold at wholesale should 
be adjusted upward to reflect the higher 
costs of the cuts from which they are 
derived. The proposed pass-through of 
the higher costs would apply to all 
slaughterers, processors, and all other 
wholesale sellers throughout the 
country. 

Special regulations setting ceilings 
for retail sales of kosher and non- 
kosher sausages are also awaiting final 
action on companion wholesale regula- 
tions for sausage, which are expected 
to fix dollars and cents ceilings on 
those items. 

In the meantime, the price agency 
may issue amendments to its retail veal, 
lamb, mutton and pork orders author- 
izing special recalculations of ceilings, 
pending the eventual revisions of the 
wholesale ceilings and the issuance of 
dollars and cents ceilings at retail. 
Other orders now under consideration 
would deal with reports to defense pro- 
curement agencies on pork sales and 
specialty frozen beef products. 

Plans to provide a complete exemp- 
tion from federal grading requirements 
for small slaughterers have been dis- 
carded. The live cattle regulation, CPR 
23, will be amended to eliminate drove 
compliance reports, among other things. 
In addition, an overall revision of the 
general meat grading requirements is 
under consideration.

‘Hog-O-Meter” Shows Up Chain Speed 
‘ Variations; Helps Increase Output 


Setting the speed on a hog killing or 
‘utting chain is an awkward operation 
best and there is always a good 
ce that it will be done incorrectly, 
that the chain speed will actually 
be in variance with the desired 
ing. 
' The supervisory staff at the Fort 
I plant of the Tobin Packing Co. 
particularly dissatisfied with the 
of a stop watch to set chain speed 
decided to do something about the 
matter. As H. K. Gillman, the Tobin 
firm’s general mechanical supervisor, 
explains: 
| “We always wondered whether the 
setting was correct. When a plant is 
an incentive or standard plan, the 
loyes are interested in knowing 
the agreed speed for a certain 
ber of men is correct. Usually, 
setting the chain speed with a

“There are many reasons’ for the 
hain slowing down, such as slippage 
m the variable speed drive for the kill 
br cut, improper setting, etc. When the 
man sets his speed he assumes it 
stay at the predetermined setting, 


but, as we all know, this is not so.” 

The “Hog-O-Meter,” for which a 
patent has been applied in Gillman’s 
name and assigned to Tobin, is a de- 
vice designed to signal variations in 
chain speed. Its essential elements are 
a small generator hooked to the driven 
side of the variable speeder and a volt- 
meter which registers the output of 
the generator. If any slippage should 
occur the generator slows down and, in 
turn, the voltage to the “Hog-O-Meter” 
(voltmeter) is lowered, showing fewer 
hogs per hour. The foreman can see 
this change immediately and correct 
the setting of the variable speed trans- 
mission. 

The “Hog-O-Meter” has a dial read- 
ing in hogs per hour and chain speed 
in feet per hour. The voltmeter is com- 
pensated for feet of chain per hour so 
that if a packing plant has 24-in. 
finger spacing on its hog killing chain, 
the “Hog-O-Meter” is adjusted for this 
factor. 

Gillman reports that the unit has 
been of great help in establishing a 
more uniform chain speed, and that 
production has been increased because 
of the positive control made possible 
by the device. Both the company and 
its employes have benefitted from the 
development.

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States Broaden Efforts to 
Control Water Pollution 


An increasing number of states, both 
individually and through interstate co- 
operation, are intensifying their ef- 
forts to curb pollution of rivers and 
other waters by requiring construction 
of industrial waste and municipal sew- 
age treatment facilities, a survey of 
reports from state capitals reveals. 

Extending a trend which has made 
steady progress in recent years, various 
types of anti-pollution measures were 
favorably acted upon this year by the 
legislatures of Massachusetts, New 
York, Rhode Island and Virginia. 

New or more stringent pollution 
abatement laws will be sought in many 
of the 44 state legislatures scheduled 
to convene in regular session next year. 
States in which it has been indicated 
such measures may be proposed include 
Idaho, Maryland, Nebraska and Utah. 

Laws designed to facilitate the fi- 
nancing of municipal sewage treatment 
facilities will be sought in a number of 
states, with such measures already sug- 
gested in Kansas and New Jersey. Fi- 
nancial problems of municipalities in 
attempting to meet pollution abatement 
needs also will probably lead to legis- 
lative proposals in some states for de- 
lays in anti-pollution enforcement. Such 
bills were rejected this year in Virginia 
and last year in Pennsylvania. 

Some states next year also may con- 
sider legislation designed to make it 
easier for industries to finance the con- 
struction and installation of waste 
treatment facilities. In Wisconsin, for 
example, it is being proposed that in- 
dustries be given tax exemption bene- 
fits for money spent on water pollution 
abatement facilities. 

In one of several significant inter- 
state moves this year, the Ohio River 
Valley Water Sanitation Commission 
adopted sewage treatment requirements 
for municipalities along the Ohio River 
in the 160-mile stretch from Cincin- 
nati to Huntington, W. Va. Commis- 
sion actions are administered by the 
pollution control agencies of member 
states, which have initiated steps to in- 
sure compliance. 

The New England Interstate Water 
Pollution Control Commission has se- 
lected the Pawcatuck River Basin, lo- 
cated in Rhode Island and Connecticut, 
as a “guinea pig” for determining the 
effectiveness of a stream classification 
plan in curbing pollution in interstate 
waters. The classification plan, which 
was recently aired at a hearing in 
Westerly, R. I., is scheduled for sub- 
mission to the full interstate commis- 
sion in September. Although no target 
date has been set for attaining the im- 
proved classifications, once the use 
classification is approved by the com- 
mission, the member states are bound 
by interstate compact to attain the 
proposed goals through use of their 
existing agencies. 

Representatives of Illinois, Iowa and 
Wisconsin agreed early this year to 
cooperate in curbing pollution of the

upper Mississippi River and other 
boundary waters. Since Minnesota al- 
ready has been cooperating in fighting 
pollution of boundary waters, the new 
agreement will result in anti-pollution 
cooperation by all four states in the 
Mississippi headwaters.

A revision was necessary in order to 
provide for the substitution of appro- 
priate section references, as they ap- 
pear in GSSR No. 1, amended, which 
superseded General Salary Order No. 
10, dealing with extended work-week 
compensation. It was also needed to in- 
corporate substantive changes required 
by the enactment of the amendments to 
the Defense Production Act of 1952 
which exclude professional engineers.

disease vesicular exanthema. The 
USDA has quarantined Muscogee coun- 
ty in Georgia, Sedgwick county in 
Kansas and Oklahoma county in Okla- 
homa. a 

Federal restrictions have been re- 
moved in these areas: The corporate 
limits of Kansas City in Wyandotte 
county in Kansas; Richland township 
in Sarpy county in Nebraska; Balti- 
more, Md.; Lancaster county, Penn- 
sylvania; that part of Sioux Falls 
township in Minnehaha county, S. D., 
lying east of U. S. Highway 77 and 
north of U. S. Highway 16; and Town- 
ship 25 North, Range 5 West, in King 
county, Wash. } 

The disease has now been eradicat- 
ed in ten of the 23 states in which it 
has appeared: Alabama, Idaho, Indi- 
ana, Iowa, Maryland, North Carolina, 
South Dakota, Utah, Virginia and 
Washington. State-federal cooperative 
programs are in effect in ten other 
states and officials expect to finish 
eradication measures rapidly. No ac- 
tion on the federal-state plan has yet 
been taken in Illinois, Ohio and New 
Jersey. No attempt is being made at 
this time to eradicate the disease in 
California, where it has been preva- 
lent for about 20 years, according to 
the USDA. 

Not including California and New 
Jersey, it has been estimated that ap- 
proximately 165,000 hogs have been 
affected with the disease. Of this num- 
ber approximately 26,000 have been 
destroyed. 

The USDA has indicated that much 
of the spread of VE has been among 
garbage-fed hogs. Recently the Ne- 
braska state legislature passed a law, 
effective after 90 days, requiring that 
all garbage must be cooked before it is 
fed to hogs in that state. 

Early this month Canada imposed a 
strict ban on imports of United States 
swine and pork products to prevent the 
introduction of VE in Canada. 

On Friday, the Eastern Meat Pack- 
ers Association held a luncheon meet- 
ing in New York with representatives 
of the USDA for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the vesicular exanthema pro- 
gram, 


OPS District Offices to

TIRES: OPS has frozen second-line, 
low pressure tires at 75 per cent of the 
list price for the first-line low-pressure 
line of the manufacturer or brand 
owner. The new ceilings, slightly high- 
er than current selling prices, go into 
effect immediately. 

TANNING SUPPLIES: NPA has re- 
yoked Order M-57, removing the last of 
its controls on the leather and leather 
products industry. The revocation per- 
mits unrestricted use of vegetable tan- 
ning materials. 

TIN CANS: OPS and makers of tin 
cans do not agree as to how pending 
price relief for the industry is going 
to be handled. OPS statisticians have 
figured that the industry is entitled to 
3 per cent under the earnings standard 
and the steel pass-through. But some 
large can companies claim they can 
justify as much as 5 or 6 per cent un- 
der Capehart plus the pass-through. 

TINPLATE: As a result of the im- 
proved supply situation, OIT has in- 
creased the third quarter quota for ex- 
ports of tinplate secondary products 
from 30,000 to 65,000 short tons. 


Agricultural Chemists 


Announce Convention Plans 

The sixty-sixth annual meeting of 
the Association of Official Agricultural 
Chemists will be held in Washington, 
D. C., September 29, 30 and 31. All ses- 
sions will be held at the Shoreham ho- 
tel. The AOAC is the scientific organi- 
zation which develops laboratory 
methods for testing soils, foods, feeds, 
fertilizers, insecticides, drugs and cos- 
meties. 

Heading the list of speakers is Dr. 
L, A. Maynard, director of the school 
of nutrition, Cornell university, whose 
subject will be “The Impact of Recent 
Advances in Nutrition on Food and 
Feed Control Problems.” Dr. Maynard 
is also chairman of the Food and Nu- 
trition Board of the National Research 
Council and a member of the Council 
on Foods and Nutrition of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association. 

H. A. Lepper, AOAC president, as- 
sistant chief of the food division of the 
Food and Drug Administration and edi- 
tor of the food section of Chemical Ab- 
stracts, will speak on “Methodology.” 

Another paper of interest to the meat 
packing industry is one on “Use of 
Serological Methods in the Regulatory 
Control of Foods” by Dr. W. A. Ran- 
dall and Elizabeth Oswald of the FDA 
division of antibiotics. The paper will 
deal with tests to detect food adultera- 
tions, such as the substitution of 
horsemeat for beef. 

All of the sessions are open to inter- 
ested scientific workers and the public.

HAM FATTING DEVICE 
—The latest piece of meat 
packing equipment being 
produced by the Townsend 
Engineering Co., Des 
Moines, Ia., is a ham fat- 


ting attachment for its 
pork-cut skinner. It con- 
sists of a fatting blade ad- 
justably mounted above the 
regular skinning blade. As 
the ham is skinned, the 
excess fat is automatically 
removed by the fatting 
blade. Tests conducted by 
Townsend in various plants 
have indicated that use of 
the attachment can increase 
yield as much as 2 per cent. 
Further savings result from 
faster fatting and the fact 
that it takes less skill to 
cperate the machine than to 
operate a draw knife. 
When skinning and fat- 


, ting with the machine, the 


operator merely places the 
ham on the machine so that 
the desired collar line is in 
line with the machine 
gauge. As the ham rolls 
through the skinning opera- 
tion, the fatting blade re- 
moves the excess fat while 
the skinning blade removes 
the skin.
